MILITARY PREPARATIONS IN FRANCE. 
The works of war, meanwhile, are not idle, and in 
spite of:veason and common sense, are carried on with 
the same activity of routine as before the disarmament. 
‘The eccupation of the numerous workmen in the ports, 
the emmploym«nt of the tremendous army of disbanded 
soldiers ret‘irning all at once to their various trades in the 
argenais, are reasons given for this singular excitement at 
na moment when the disarmament has been prc- 
etaimed complete and desirable by the word of 
‘nenour passed by the Government of Louis 
Napoleon before the assembled jury of European 
ations. On one side the. fortifications of Lille are 
being pursued with a feverish activity for which there is 
no motive but perhaps the necessity of giving work to 
‘the bands of proletaires who would otherwise become 
dangerous from being suddenly thrown out of employ; 
and on the other, the new project for fortifying the city 
of Bourges has met with immediate approbation and 
consent. A cannon foundry on a gigantic scale is about 
to be likewise established in that place, which will hence- 
forth be raised to one of the most important fortifications 
in the empire. 3 
At Toulon several new experiments have been made 
with the floating batteries, and the results have proved 
that in thirty-five days a large number of these new 
destructive machines, with their steam apparatus, can be 
eonstructed and transported to a distance, mounted and 
rendered fit for action in forty-eight hours after their arri- 
val at their destination. The Emperor has traced with his 
ewn hand the directions for the construction of these 
floating batteries. They are tocarry two rifled cannon 
each, be fitted with two screw propellersfof sixteen-horse 
power, to be capable of being taken to pieces with the 
greatest rapidity, in order to be transported by railway, 
and so adjusted as to be remounted and made ready for 
gction in the shortest «pace of time possible. 
Another necessity was the facility of dividing the bat- 
teries into portions no larger in volume or heavier in 
weight than allowed by the railways, and that these por- 
tions should be so closely adjusted as to be water tight. 
This astounding problem has been solved by the Compag- 
nie des Forges of the Mediterranean. The experiments 
not having been completed on Lake Garda, in conse- 
quence of the inexperience of the workmen, the Marine 
has just succeeded in working out the invention with 
tue most perfect success at Toulon. The Minister has 
ticcorded two months for the construction of the floating 
batteries. At the end of thirty-five days, on the 3rd of 
July, the first was completed, and shipped with all its 
war materiel, stores and ammunition, and its double crew 
‘of engineers and soldiers, on board the Cacique. 
Arrived at Genoa, two days sufficed to land the bat- 
tery and place it on the railway for expedition to Milan. 
At the Peace the battery was replaced on the railway, 
brought back to Genoa, reshipped on board the Cacique, 
landed at Toulon, and transported to the Mourillon, 
where it was carefully warehoused with all its machinery 
and fittings. The commission named by the Minister of 
Marine to superintend the trial chose expressly the 
most difficult ground as a: field for the experiment. 
Kighty-seven hours after the first signal given, the iron- 
bound battery No. 1, moved by two engines, with all its 
materiel and its fighting crew, was launched in the har- 
bour, and plying about in the most intricate evolutions 
under the salute of the whole fleet, lost in the admira- 
tion at the wondrous invention. The commission re-' 
ports that under ordinary circumstances the battery 

could have been launched in 48 hours.

FOREIGN POLITICAL RUMOURS. 

We find the following in the Independence :'— 

“ Paris has not yet recovered from the astonishment 
caused by the article in the Moniteur on Italian affairs, 
and speculations have full scope. The most important 
relates to the constitution of a kingdom of Etruria for 
the benefit of Prince ian It is said that France 
and Austria have agreed to regulate the affairs of Cen- 
tral Italy by a direct and personal interview between 
the Emperor Napoleon III. and Francis Joseph. Below 
is a hypothetical arrangement which, in the eyes of its 
promoters, has the merit of holding a balance between 
monarchical and popular rights. 

“The Archdukes would yield up to the head of the 
house of Hapsburg—also the head of their family—the 
rights which they respectively possess over Tuscany 
and Modena. ‘The Emperor Francis Joseph would in his 
turn cede their rights to Prince Napoleon, who, by add- 
ing to their possessions Parma and the Legations, 
would become Sovereign of a new Kingdom of Etruria. 
As far as the Legations wouid be concerned, the Prince 
would only govern them as a vassal of the Church, 
would do homage to the Pope, and would pay him 
tribute . 

“On his part the Emperor of the French would ex- 

ercise pressure on Victor Emmanuel, in order that he 
might induce the populatiens of Central Italy to re- 
cord their votes in favour of his son-in-law, Prince 
Napoleon. 
“ It was, it is said, for the purpose of submitting the 
plan to the Emperor that Prince de Metternich recently 
went to St. Sauveur, and the article in the Moniteur is 
looked upon as a symptom of his success. M. Pietri’s 
recent journey to St. Sauveur, and subsequently to Italy, 
tends also, it is said, to confirm this idea of a movement 
in favour of a new Kingdom of Etruria. 7 

“ Those who circulate ,these rumours add, that the 
Archdukes have EA in their adhesion to the proposed 
arrangement. The Duke of Modena would not even re- 
quire tompeisation.. He has no children, and by virtue 
of the law of reversion his possessions would, at his death, 
pass over to the Austrian Crown. C 
Parma nothing is said. - Finalty, with regard to the son 
of Leopold I1.—Ferdinand IV.—an equivalent for his 
losses is pfomised him in a new arrangement of the East 
which would follow from the new Austro-French ai: 
liance. 

“ As eventual compensation the thréne of the Danu- 
bian Principalities is pointed é6ut. The people aspire to be 
governed by a foreign prince, and at the present moment 
continue an agitation with the view of obtaining from 
Col. ind an engagement to retire, if Europe will con- 
sent to place the sceptre in the hands of some prince 
belonging to a foreign and Christian Power.” 


A New “TELEGRAPH Caste Exprpirioyx.—Colonel 
Shaffher and a party have sailed from Boston, United 
States, in the barque Wyman, with the objett of survey- 
ing a new route for a telegraph cable to England. He 
proposes to start for the Gulf of St. Lawrence, then 
coast along the shores of Labrador to IIonedale, or about 
56 degrees north latitude, sounding occasionally to find 
adeep bay for the American terminus of his cable ; 
thence pass to South Greenland, sounding there, and 
examining the country for an underground line, in case 
it should be necessary to have a -line across Greenland ; 
thence the route will reach to Icéland, where bays will 
be sounded and shores examined for the land line. The ex- 
pedition will then go to Faro Islands, where the wires 
will branch, one line running southward to Scotland to 
reach England, the other to Bergen, Norway. The 
longest cable will be from Labradcr to Greenland— 
about 500 miles; from thence to Iceland, between 360 
and 500 miles, according to points touched; from Ice- 
land to Faro Isles, 270 miles; ftom Fard to Scotland, 
200 miles ; from Faro to Norway, 300 miles.

HOUSEHOLD TALK.—CHURCH MUSIC. 


A grand old church, crumbling and moss-covered out- 
side, dimly lit through coloured glass within. When 
evening comes all is dark and gloomy ; here and there 
a little patch of green or scarlet flickers upon the ceiling 
as the last rays of the sinking sun fall through the 
drapery of some stiff saint upon the windows. At night, 
when the lamps are lit, a cloud of mist seems to hang 
like a billowy curtain over the heads of the few wor- 
shippers. In front is the gigantic organ ; wheezy and 
bronchitic, its tones remind one of a gigantic hurdy- 
gurdy. Behind, a pulpit of dark oak, standing up in 
the darkness. Here and there a head, grey, perhaps, or 
with the pooked bonnet ofthe old alms-house widow, ap- 
pears above the pew-rails. All is monotonous and 
drowsy. The service is read as a solemn task, with no- 
thing of the fervour of devotion, while the grand words 
of our noble Liturgy fall upon unmoved ears. The 
sermon, dry, hard, rigid, on some disputed point of faith. 
The widows think it very fine, because they do not un- 
derstand it. Not an appeal to the heart, not a word of 
consolation or of hope. Itis a faggot of dry sticks, col- 
lected out of the broken hedge-rows of scholastic divinity. 

The church again, but now how different! An ever- 
active hand has touched the organ, and swept from the 
pipes the dust of years. .The church is thronged with 
eager worshippers; all is life, light,andanimation. The 

| people feel they have an interest and an office in the 
service, ‘The responses are no longer left to be repeated 
by a drowsy sexton, whose bald head is the only thing 
interesting about him. The hymns swell out in a volume 
of greatsounds, Out into the street and on the walls of the 
old buildings are reflected those grim old saints, 
for a sunlight or two have been introduced.

Bridget Drien, maid-servant tothe Rev. Mr. Biggs, 
was also examined—She said that on the 5th inst., I 
was walking at White Point with Miss Biggs, aged 
about nine years; we met the defendant walking 
alohe ; I saw him expose his person ; he was within a 
few yards of me at the time ; he was pointing and 
beckoning at me as I believe; I walked away from him 
at once; I am positive the defendant is the person. 
Johanna Brien, a young girl about 14 or 15 years of 
age, servant to a r woman living at Newtown, a 
village half-way between Carrigaline and Queenstown, 
was examined by Mr. P. O’Connell. She said that about 
a month ago, on her way home to Newtown, about nine 
o’clock at night, she met the defendant near the hospital; 
he caught her by the frock and pulled her against the 
ditch ; I met him several times since in the daytime 
about the same locality, on which occasions he exposed 
his person to me, offered ime some money, and solicited 
me to go into the fields, with him, which I refused to 
do. 

Anne Kiely, a woman about twenty-five years of 
age, servant at Lackland’s Hotel, Queenstown, deposed 
that the defendant was stopping at the hotel for a few 
days, within the last three weeks ; he exposed his _ per- 
son to her in the hotel, and wanted her to remain in his 
bed-room with him during the night; she told her 
mistress, Mrs. Lacklands, what the prisoner had done ; 
on the following morning Mrs. Lacklands told him to 
quit the house. 

The Chairman.—In this very distressing case there is 
only one course open to the magistrates, which is to 
send the case for trial to the sessions. ‘They will take 
bail for this gentleman if he can get it, himself in £100 
and two sureties of £50 each. Of course all the wit- 
nesses will be bound over to prosecute. The informa- 
tions are returnable to next quarter sessions. 

The prisoner, being unable to procure bail, was com- 
mitted to gaol to stand his trial.

FoRCIBLE EsectMENT.—Two mei, named tespectively 
Patrick Fenlon and James Fitzpatrick, were indicted, 
the latter for forcibly and illegally ejecting a Mrs. 
Boland and a Miss Harriet Blanchfield on the 9th 
September, from the house 19,Queen’s-square, they being 
tefiants of said house,and the prisener Fenlon for steal- 
inga pair of kid gloves, the property of one of the 
inmates. | 

Mr. Whithorne prosecuted, and Mr. J. A. Curran, 
instructed by Mr. C. Fitzgerald, sen. defended the prison- 
ers. 

Police-constable Anderson, 186 B, proved he arrested 
the prisoner. : 

Mr. Martin, the owner of the house in Queen’s-square, 
deposed that the complainant agreed to leave the house, 
but subsequently refused, and as he believed them to be 
persons of doubtful character, he engaged the prisoners 
to eject them. 

The prisoners were found Guilty, Fitzgerald of a com- 
mon assault, and Fenlon for the felony of the gloves. 
Fenlon was sentenced to one week’s imprisonment from 
the date of his conimittal, and Fitzgerald to five days” 
imprisonment from the date of his eommittal. 

BurGiary.—Two men, named respectively George 
Hughes, alias Peter Kelly, and James Doherty, were in- 
dicted for burglariously entering and stealing from the 
house of Mr. M‘Keever, 10, Portland-row, on the night 
of the 12th of August. last, two pairs of blankets, a pair 
of ladies’ boots, an overcoat, books, and several other 
articles, the property of Mr. M‘Keever.

that on the night of the burglary she aw the prisoners, 
one of whom she identified (Hughes), loitering about 
Mr. M‘Keever’s house, and go up to the hall door; she 
then lost sight of them, but shortly after heard that a | 
robbery had been committed at Mr. M‘Keever’s house. 
Marian Whelan gave evidence to the same effect. 
Police constable, Francis Sheridan, 27 C, deposed that 
having received information of the robbery, he went to 
the house on the night in question, accompanied by some 
dther cotistables, whom he placed in front of the house, 
as he suspected the robbers were inside ; he went round 
to the rear of the premises, when he met the prisoner 
Hughes, of whom he had some knowledge which was not 
at all serviceable to him ; he arrested him, afid gave him 
in charge to another constable; he then got over the 
walland entered Mr. M‘Keever’s house by the back kitchen 
window, which he found open ; on entering, in one of 
the passages he found two black bags, which were filled 
with a portion of the property in question ; he then searched 
the house, looked up the chirtineys; &c., but could find no 
one ; he then searched the next garden, and in the ash- 
pit found the prisoner Kelly concealed, with the door 
closed ; he then took him into custody. 
Sergeant Campbell, 5 G, stated, he found Mrs. M‘Kee- 
ver’s boots, whtich had been stolen from the house, on the 
prisoner Kelly’s feet, with somie money concealed in one 
of them. y 
Evidence was given to the effect that one of the 
blankets which had been stolen was pawned by a young 
woman mnafiéd Catherine Cheevers, with whom it 
was ascertained, the prisoner Doherty was connected. 
The Recorder, having charged the jury, 
The prisoner Doherty was Acquitted, and the prisoner 
Kelly found Guilty. 
His Lordship, in passing sentence, said he (Kelly) had 
been convicted of a very aggravated offence, and he ap- 
to be a very old offender, inasmuch as at 
different pcriods he had suffered two months’ 
imprisoniient, two months’ imprisonment again, six 
months’ imprisonment, and 12 months’ imprisonment. 
Under the circumstances, the sentence of the court 
was, that he should be kept in penal servitude for a 
term of four years. In reference to Doherty, he would 
say he had a very narrow escape, and he should take 
care under what circumstances he came before the 
court again. i 
A woman named Catherine Cheevers was then in- 
dicted for receiving some of the goods, gs sbrio them to 
have been stolen. The evidence having failed to prove 
a guilty knowledge, she was Acquitted.

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| THE CROPS. 

An attempt is at present being made in a certain in. 
fluential quarter to frighten us into the belief that the 
potate crop of the present year, all over Ireland, js 
dead failure—that the blight of 1846 has swooped over 
the land, and that thereby the food ofour population i; 
destroyed. Ifthis were true, the announcement would 
be painful enough. Ifit were even probable, there 
would bea melancholy story so tell. But, when there 
is not one word of truth in the whole matter, whgs 
remains for us to say about the originator of the report ? 
It is too soon to report definitely upon the returns of the 
Irish harvest, as to any of the crops of cereal or other 
descriptions of produce. This much, however, is certain— 
that never since 1847, the Year of the most disastrons 
potato blight, has there been a potato harvest in Ire. 
land so abundant in quantity and so pure in quality as 
in the present year.— Banner of Ulster. 

The report of the state and prospects of fhe harvest 
are as favourable as those mentioned in our last notice. ; 
The wheat is decidedly better than was expected, and, 
with the exception of the shortness of the straw, much 
the same may be said of oats. Accounts from various 
quarters confirm the statements already published by us 
of the prospects of the potato crop. Much alarm Was 
excited by the circtilation of reports that blight had ex. 
tensively made its appeararice, but for Sthis alarnt there 
frag really little in any substantial ground. That blight 
had shown itself is indeed undeniable, but that its ex. 
tent had been grossly exaggerated is undeniabte 
too. In some few distriets the disease appeared, 
but where, this was the case the tubers were gene 
rally at once dug out and disposed of for feeding 
cattle, pigs, and poultry. But the quantity thus 
obliged to be got rid of will;not cause much rea‘on for 
complaint, for the breadth of land planted with the 
esculent this year has been much larger than for many 
years past---fully one third more, it is stated, than last 
year, and as even by the greatest alarmists it is not as- 

serted that that quantity was diseased this year the resi- 
due of sound ones will still leave more than an average 
crop. ‘Those best likely to know the true state of the 
case are fully of the belief that this will turn out to he 
the case. “The corn merchants of this city, for instance, 
are personswho may beset down as amongst thosecom- 
petent to form a correct opinion. The procuring of ae- 
curate information on the subject is to them a matter of 
vital importanccs—a matter of pons, shillings, and 
pence, and they neglect no opportunity to get it. Yet 
the opinion of the principal p:rties in the trade is 
most decidedly that-the crop of potatoes available. 
for food this year will be larger than has been the case 
for many years past. The most reliable reports from 
other countries agree with this, end on all hands the be- 
liefseemsto be gaining ground that this impo tant evop may 
now be looked on as generally safe. ‘The turnips, whiett 
were very backward owing to the long dreusht, have 
since the late rainy weather greatly improved, and wilt 
turn out a much bette? crop than was anticipated. The 
other green crops have also received their share of im- 
provement, and generally look well. On the whole it 
may decidedly be said that thé harvest this year, both 
as regards cereal or green crops, promises if not as well 
as could in some instances be wistied, certainly mach 
better than from the unfavourable weather we were so 
long visited with was expected.—Cork Constitution. 

I regret to say that I have seer indieation of disease 
on the tops of the stalks of the potato crop in a fietd in 
this neighbourhood ; yet up to this the pulp has been 
excellent. There is only a very small piece of flax 
grown here, and that is rather short in the stem, owing 
to the drought of the weather, but the fibre 1s strong 
and good. ‘There is only a small quantity of mangels, 
carrots, and turnips cultivated, and that hardly of 
average quality. Wheat and tawney oats are an abun- 
dant crop, and of good quality. Spring oats are short 
of straw, but the grain is good. Of barley there isa 
very small quantity cultivated, and that not of average 
quality. Bere and rye may be said to be an extinct race 
of crops here, as there is hardiy a field of either grown 
for miles around—Correspondent of Wexford Const 
tution. i 

County Down.—The harvest may be said to be con- 
eluded in this district, and is the earliest we have had 
since 1826. The grain has been all secured in excellent 
order, but the stackyards present a diminished appear: 
ance as to bulk, when compared with former years. 
This is owing, of course, to the shortness of the straw, 
the result of an unusually dry summer. ‘The yield from 
wheat is, with few exceptions, favourably reported of, 
and the quality superior. ‘The disease in the potato has 
made very little way as yet; the proportion already 
tainted being so smal} as to be scarcely worth notice. 
The late rains have told most favourably on the turnip 
and grass lands.— Downpatrick Recorder.
